Herman Garms, who served as 
Wheeling township highway com­ 
missioner for a period longer than 
probably any other man in the 
state, died Monday morning at his 
home, 904 X. State rd., Arlington 
Heights. The funeral is being held 
this afternoon at 2:30 at the resi­ 
dence, Revs. F. Fricke and Noack 
officiating.

Mr. Garms had served his town­ 
ship as road commissioner fifty-six 
years. He started his public ser­ 
vice as path-m aster or overseercr 
of highways 
in 
1882. 
Thirteen 
years later, the office of highway 
commissioner 
was 
created 
with 
three members. 
Mr. Garms was 
one of the three who directed road 
affairs in Wheeling township. Earlv 
in this century the control of the 
highways was placed under the di­ 
rection of one man. 
Mr. Garms 
held that office until his death. 
Tho reason for his popularity 
with the voters can be attributed to 
the fact that he was always “one 
of the people.” He never betrayed 
the people s interest. He exercised 
sound business judgment and tried 
to produce the best possible results 
in the most economical manner. 
As road commissioner, 
he was 
among the first to take advantage 
of approved, modern methods and 
material for road building. 
His first wooden culvert, made of 
two inch plank, was placed on Eu­ 
clid ave. in 18s3 between the ceme­ 
tery and Victor Reed’s residence. 
Nearly all 
of the culverts and 
bridges in the township have been 
built by him, including the 60 foot 
bridge over the Des Plaines river 
at Wheeling. In addition to m ak­ 
ing a record for long continuous 
service, Mr. Garms established a 
record for keeping costs down. 
la recognition of his experience 
a n d 
judgment, 
Commissioner 
Garms was a director of the Coun­ 
ty Good Roads association. 
Red 
tape was one of the things that he 
abhorred. Good roads for every citi­ 
zen in the township was his aim and 
in the service to his township he rc- 
ma nod until his death at the age 
of 81 years, three months, 2 2 days.
